A meeting of the Governor and coun- 


cil was held at Concord on Tuesday at 
which the matter of appointing a state 
superintendent of public instruction 
came up again for consideration. At 
the close of the meeting the matter was 
no nearer a settlement than its com- 
mencement. The Governor nominated 
a candidate but the council, by a vote 
of three to two, refused to confirm him. 


It was expected, James H. Fassett of 


Nashua was named by the Governor for 
the plane. This was partly because a large 
portion of Nashua's citizens wanted him 
to be appointed and partly because 
Governor Jiamsdell wants a Nashua 
man to have the place. The feeling is 
quite general in the Indian Head town 
that its share of state plums have been 
rather small daring the present admin 
istration. 


While the council's relusal to confirm 


the nomination of Mr. Fassett is doubt- 
less a big surprise to his Nashua friends 
it did not much surprise those who 
were watching the coarse of affairs. Op- 
position was expected and before the 
morning session there seemed to be a 
something in the air which give pro- 
mise of lack of unanimity. Then, too, 
hints were quite openly dropped by 
some of the councilors that they would 
not vote with the Governor. 


It was understood that Mr. Rainsdell 


was determined to name a Nashua man 
and that Fassctt was his choice. Bo, 
seeing that diplomacy was unavailing, 
rebellion was taken up by the councilors 
as the only available weapon. 
They 


refused to vote like sheep. 


The council met at 11 and sat lor 


about an hour before the noon recess. 
The matter of appointing a state super- 
intendent was merely talked over in- 
formally, nominations being postponed 
until afternoon. 


At the afternoon session 
General 


Ram8de.il made his nomination and it 
was voted down as already stated. It is 
understood that should the same name 
come up again for action the vote would 
probably be 4 to 1 against, rather than 
3 to 2, 


It is not thought likely, however, that 


Mr. Fasaett's name will be presented 
agaiu. In fact, .it is understood that 
Gov. Ramsdell will present instead that 
of Lemuel Hastings of Nashua,principal 
of high school.

I SPAMISH COMPLIMENT. 


Spain Sues For Peace. 


WASHINHTON, July 20—Spain 
has 


sued for peace, formally and directly, 
to President McKmley, through M. 
Cambon, the French ambassador. 


The following official statement is 


made: 


The French ambassador, on behalf of 


the government of Spain and by direc- 
tion of the Spanish minister of foreign 
affairs, presented to the president this 
afternoon, at the White house, a mes- 
sage from the Spanish government, 
looking to the termination of the war 
and the settling of terms of peace. 


Secretaries Day, Alger and Long are 


in conference with the president as a 
sequence to Ambassador Cambon's call. 


Only Hinting At Peace. 


WASHINGTON, July 20 —The Spanish 


government made no direct proposition 
for peace. It simply asked that nego- 
tiations be opened. The president has 
reserved his answer and stated that he 
would call a meeting of the cabinet to 
consider the matter, and that he would 
ghe the French ambassador another 
audience.

orders to proceed to Gnanica, where 
General Miles has landed, instead of 
going to the point which was first de- 
cided upon. 


Will Sail Today. 


MADRID, 
VTA PARIS, July 20.—The 


vessels of the Trass-Atlantic fleet, that 
are to bring home the Santiago prison 
era, will sail tomorrow. 


A Madrid special notae that the re- 


ports of dissensions between the Ameri- 
cans and the Cubans are hailed with de- 
light in Spain, the common belief being 
that the friction will lead to the ulti- 
mate annexation of tbe island by the 
United States, which wall be just pun- 
ishment to the "traitors"—the insur- 
gents—and guarantee a safeguard to 
the numerous Spanish interests in Cu- 
ba. This is indeed a high compliment 
from Spaniards. Alike from any con- 
sideration of the future of Cuba, which 
is going to adjust itself to circumstan- 
ces as they develop, it is gratifying to 
observe that Spaniards realize the ca- 
pacity of America for good government.

Admiral Sampson's Report. 


WASHINGTON, 
July 
20. — Admiral 


Sampson's report of the battle off San- 
tiago, July 3d, and the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet, was given out to 
night. The report is voluminous and 
embraces several thousand words. 
It 


includes the reports of the various com 
manders of the vessels participating in 
the action. Admiral Sampson praises 
the work of the Gloucester and says her 
magnificent fight excited the admira- 
tion of the whole fleet. Ali the vessels 
engaged come in for general praise, and 
officers and men are landed for gallant 
and heroic conduct. The report does 
not give Commodore Schley as much 
prominence as the newspaper accounts 
of the fight credited him with, and the 
Brooklyn, Commodore Schlpy's flag- 
ship, is mentioned less frequently than 
other vessels of the fleet. The work of 
the gunners is much praised by the ad- 
miral and he considers them unequalled 
in any nary of the world.

shoplifter's skirt. This skirt consists 
chietly of pockets. There are pockets of 
all widths and depths. This skirt is 
usually worn as an underskirt. An 
opening is provided iu the overskirt, 
through which the pocket filled skirt ia 
easily accessible. 


In the concealed pockots of the wom- 


an mentioned were found two pieces of 
embroidery, several rolls of silk braid, 
six remnants of silk, several pieces of 
Jewelry and a pair of shoes. Two of the 
store detectives, a man and a woman, 
had watched the purloining of all these 
articles. 


It is the rule of most stores that nc 


shoplifters are to be arrested nntil they 
reach the street.

Besides this, those placed un- 
der arrest in stores often make tho de- 
fense that they did not intend to take 
the goods away—they simply desired tc 
examine them iu a good light.

He says the Insurgent plan 
js to v,e«u- out uiu'ttpauifin garrison at 
klnnila, and the result has been that 
three-fourths of the soldiers are In bad 
condition, exposed aa they are lo all 
Sorts of weather, robbed o£ sleep, and 
worried night and day by sudden at- 
lacks. Aguinaldo's remarkable success 
against the Spanish garrison of Manila 
Is mainly due to the poor physical con- 
yition, even of the Spanish regulars, 
HiiJ their wretched marksmanship, 'fhe 
correspondent pays o(i this point: 


"The insurgent* cannot be expected to 


be good niai ksmen. us they have had 
their ritles only one week. But the value 
of the Spanish soldiers may be gauged 
when a Spanish naval olllcer confided 
to me this week that three-fourths of 
fiis men did not know how to use their 
ritles. One point I noticed is that when 
the Spanish soldier it; firing at the foe, 
be It 100 or 500 yeards, his foresight is 
generall flat." 


This correspondent praises Aguinaldo 


for military skill and for his control 
over the insurgents, who Jiaye been 
forced to treat the Spanish prinosera 
and wounded kipdly. He says that » inc* 
Aguinaldo took the command of the In- 
surgents in Luzon he has taken nearly 
4000 Spanish soldiers prisoners and near- 
ly 1000 natives under Spanish officers, or 
nearly 5000 in all. All the prisoners have 
been taken with their Htles, so Aguin- 
aldo has now 10,400 rifles. In addition to 
eight field pieces. 


One of the last places to fall Into the 


hands of the insurgents is Bulacan, cap- 
ital of the province of that name, north 
of Manila. They are also In possession 
of Balango (across the bay from Manila 
to the west of Manila). The tnsuigenu 
pow control all the region of the north 
of Manila, and the bay.

Among the officers captured! are 
11 of or above the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. Including two brigadier gener- 
als. 19 officers lower than lieutenant 
colonel, and 642 Spanish regular* be- 
longing to the crack Seventy-third and 
Seventh-fourth regtmenls, who have 
fought in Cuba as well as In Ihe Phil- 
ippines. In addition to these prisoner* 
there are hundreds at Imus and other 
points. In tact, nearly all the availa- 
ble space al Cavite is taken up. so that 
it la necessary to quarter them else- 
where. 
If the Insurgents continue their 


brilliant record of, victories and •sap- 
lures il will be necessary lo build Block- 
ades In which lo keep Ihese valiant 
Spanish soMlerp. 


''This jeads lo ope oomm«nt on that 


glorious quality of which we have heard 
BO much—the unconquerable valor of 
the Spaniard*.

"You may ask what force in Europe 


preserves pence in Europe." he said 
"This peace force is the money power. 
the great financiers, whose Interests ara 
entirely opposed to war. There ave 
large number of intelligent, thoughtful 
people, who believe that a genoral war 
would kill off enougrh of the laboring peo- 
ple to solve the labor question. Thosa 
V/ho were left could be paid larger wag-ea 
and live on a higher plane. 


"It Is interesting to consider which na- 


tion of Europe will ba benefited by a 
genf>rul European war. That ration un- 
doubtedly would bo Great Britain. She 
ha* the navy, the me.\ and the money. 
Kngland is far belter situated in finan- 
cial ways for war than any other Euro- 
pean power. 


"The present friendliness of Great 


Britain toward the United State* I b«- 
Jieve to be sincere, and not expressed 
for the purpose of making capital out of 
us. We should respond to this sentiment. 
Besides the ties of blood we would bs 
wise to have a powerful ally In case of 
friction with any other European power. 


"W« will probably be compelled to tajce 


a place in the settlement of the eastern 
question. There are many people who 
Insist that we shall keep up the role of 
the hermit nation; that we must ke«p 
aloof from the world. In my Judgment 
there is no choice before the American 
nation. Whether w* wish to or not we 
must take our place among the powers ol 
the world. 


'"The United States may be dragged 


Into the company of the powers by Iht 
heels or take its place voluntarily and 
call to tlic world: 'Here is Jonathan. He 
is «ix feet two: he has come to stay; h 
waits to bo counted; you must reckor 
with him.1 "
